The returns Irom our - 3 
election come in slowly, but the certainty 
ot the result in every district but one 
quiets all inquiry on the subject. The 
tariff docirines ot Mr. Tuomas and the 
iron mierests of the upper counties on the 
Ohio river agreed so well that the first 
tidings from the Ninth district led the 
Republicans to anticipate his election, but 
this hope was short-lived, and they must 
now content themselves with claiming 
only the election of Fixtey over ADAMs 
in the Eighth district. We should not be 
surprised it their present modest expecta- 
tions are realized. The vote in that district 
was close before the X ¥ th amendment add- 
ed negro suffrage te the Radical strength, 
avd when BEeck’s nomination cut off all 
hope of their carrying the Seventh they 
concentrated all their money and efforts 
on the Eighth. Nevertheless the advices 
received up to the time we write leave the 


such gains in some counties as to over- 
balance bis losses in others and to puzzle 
all calculations. In other districts the 
Democratic majorities are as large as could 
be expected when there was no contest 
formidable enough to bring out the full 
Democratic strength. 


A private letter irom General Craw- 
FORD to a triend in this city complains of 
injustice done the former by the press in 
general, but more especially by the New 
York World and the Courter Jovurna.. 
General CRAWFORD asserts very positively 
that he wasin mo wise responsible for the 
sending of troops to Alabama; that he did 
not form any combination with Senator 
Warm, of that State; and that he enter- 
tains no political designs whatever. Our 
charge concerning the railway intrigue 
was copied from the World, which stated 
that Gen. CRAwrorD was in New York 
with Senator WARNER, arranging a plan 
of campaign. Afterward, the Eutaw (Ala. 
Whig and the Tuscaloosa Monitor stated 
that Gen. CraWrokp, in company with 
Senator WaRNER and Governor Smita, 
was making Radical speeches in Living- 
ston and Tuscaloosa. This certainly justi- 
fied our strictures. Gen. CRAWrFoRD con- 
tends, however—and in this he is sustainéd 
by the Mobile Register—that his associa- 
tions and conduct in Alabama, joined to 
his own aseurances, ought to set aside the 
ascription of such motives to himself. At 
all events, they ought to be taken, and we 
do take them, as a guarantee which should 
not be questioned as the matter stande. 
Whilst in this city the course of Gen. 
CRAWFORD was in every way officer-like, 
and it was this circumstance that increased 
our surprise and added emphasis to our 
criticism of the course alleged against him 
in Alabama.

While Missouri was under martial law 
and public opinion was gagged with bay. 
onets, and the policy of war found its way 
into every public act, a proscriptive and 
partisan government was established. Its 
parasites were perched m local offices in 
every county, and to their followers was 
suffrage so far restricted as to give them 
absolute and, apparently, permanent con- 
trol of the entire population, Every prop- 
osition looking to a return to the old 
democratic form of government was vio- 
lently opposed by the organs of the court: 
house cliques, and, though prot 
themselves the party of freedom and | 
<inancipation, they rejected negro 
suffrage until it was 
on them by the XVth amendment. Alter 
the negroes were entranchised they still 
opposed the extension of equal priv- 
ileges to the alienized white masses of op- 
posite politics. The power of a few to 
exercise dominion over the many was in- 
trenched in all the muniments of law, and 
the disposition of the interested possessors 
gave no token of a future abdication. The

The moment this split occurred the success 
ot the suffrage amendments was assured 
and rendered independent ot either ticket. 

It is easy toasenbe this Brown move- 
ment to the ambition and superior sagaci- 
ty of the boliers, but it is churlish to ques- 
tion the motives of a good work, boldly 
done in spite of all the menaces of power, 
and we prefer to dwell on the contempt 
with which McC.Lure’s constrained bids 
were received, and the immense majorities 
given tor Brown as proofs that the whole 
movement and its success are due to the 
just and virtuous instincts of the Ameri- 
can people. The fate of all the Radical 
attempts to erect party despotiems in this 
country is now assured, Thesame mighty 
power that thunder-siruck the temples 
dedicated to the worship of obecene and 
hideous Idols m Tennessee, in North Car- 
clina and im Missouri, will soon prostrate 
similar structures in other oppressed 
States.

A Bloody Outrage. 

It was to have becn expected that there 
would be Democratic or rebel outrages in 
this city on the day ci the election.

He had every appear- 
ance of a man who had turned out to do 
his whole duty to his country—to vote the 
siraight-out Radical ticket and retire 
without a blush. Under such serene 
and pacific circumstances it might 
have been expected that he would have 
been permitted to vote without molesta- 
tion. But he was not. A Kuklux, dis- 
guised as an election officer, was present, 
and when the colored gentleman presented 
his ballot, instantly was propounded to 
him the outrageous aud sanguinary ques- 
tion: 

“Are you a married man?” 

Pale and trembling, with great drops of 
perspiration oozing from his noble brow,the 
colored citizen answered that to the best 
of hw recollection he was. And so he was 
permitted to vote, and what is not the 
least remarkable thing about the outrage, 
he was permitted to vote for Mr. Sr exp! 

Itis hardly necessary to say that weas 
heartily disapprove of these outrages as 
the Commercial does. It our colored fel - 
low-citizens cannot approach the polis 
without being intimidated by such blood, 
thristy interrogatories, it is about time for 
the right of franchise to be entirely abol- 
ished.
